McGill to extend school year 



In a special emergency meet- 
ing held over the weekend, the 
McGill Board of Governors has 
decided to extend the school 
term for at least four weeks until 
May 25. 

The extension will apply to all 
faculties and departments, except 
for Engineering, which may end 
a week earlier to allow for ne- 
cessary summer repairs to the 
McConnell Building. 

In a brief, tersely-worded 
statement released Saturday night 
to the press, the B of G explained 
that this "drastic measure is 
necessary in order to comply with 
a government order concerning 
the entrance of university students 
into the summer job market. " 

The provincial government has 
requested, the statement goes on 



to explain, that in order for all 
students to be given "an equal 
chance for summer employment 
it is necessary that all Quebec 
universities should end their 
1972-73 session on approximate- 
ly the same date". 

Since the Université du Québec 
à Montréal, plagued by a five- 
week strike by students over new 
fee policies, has moved its closing 
date up to May 25, and a simi- 
lar action is expected shortly at 
the Université de Montréal, the 
McGill B of G felt it "had little 
choice but to alter our calendar 
dates to correspond roughly to the 
new situation in the French uni- 
versities." Both UQAM and U 
de M, hit in the past weeks by 
student strikes against new fee 
policies, see the extension of the

And rumour has it that 
he is planning to work in a Pakistani textile factory as an ordi- 
nary worker. 



Student press 
attacked 



LITTLE HOCK (CUP-APLQ- 
LNS) - Right-wing American stu- 
dents met here earlier last month 
to kick off a drive to set up what 
they call "alternative student 
newspapeis" to combat the "me- 
dia monopoly of the left" on Am- 
erican campuses. 

The conference, which resulted 
in the founding of the Independent 
Alternative Student Newspapers 
Association, was sponsored by the 
Baager Herald Corporation, h was 
funded by the Jefferson Education 
Foundation. The president of 
Badger Herald, Nicholas Loniel- 
|o, also announced the US Cham- 
ber of Commerce would aid the 
association by providing business 



contacts for national advertising 
and fund raising programs. 

Loniello said the "leftist stu- 
dent media monopoly regularly 
attacks American business and 
the free enterprise system." 

At the conference, participants 
heaid Eugene Methavm. an asso- 
ciate editor of the Readers' Di- 
gest, and Jenkins Lloyd Jones, 
a syndicated columnist who publi- 
cly advocates the theory of gene- 
tic white racial superiority. 

The conference also heard from 
vice-president Spiro Agnew who 
sent a congratulatory letter and 
called on the students to "call 
for a free, fair and responsible 
student press." 



school year as the only way to 
make up for lost time. 

With a recent warning from 
maintainance workers at these 
two universities and at Laval Uni- 
versity that they may strike this 
week, the possibility of an even 
longer prolongation of the school 
year still exists. 

Principal Robert Bell was not 
available for comment yesterday 
because he had a cricket match 
with the new Dean of Students, 
Dr. Saeed Mirza. But Vice- 
Principal (Academic) Eigil Pe- 
dcrsen told the Daily that "though 
it is regrettable that McGill has 
to adapt because of problems in 
the French universities, little 
else can be done. All we care 
for is that the kids don't get 
hurt." 

"The government's request is 
essentially a just one, "since 
unfair competition on the summer 
job market should be avoided as 
it will only worsen the unemploy- 
ment crisis that young people face 
every summer." 

"Besides, some kind of exten- 
sion would have been necessary at 
McGill anyways, because stu- 
dents have been fucking around 
in the sun this past week instead 
of going to classes," Pedersen 
said. He cited a survey under- 
taken by the administration which 
month showed that absenteeism 
from classes had risen over 27'^ 
in the past month. 

"This is disgraceful, absolu- 
tely intolerable. And the atten- 
dance of students, as opposed to 
this poor showing by our profes- 
sors, is even worse." he remark- 
ed. 

Dr. Stanley Frost, Vice-Prin- 
cipal (Professional Affairs) did 
not share Pedersen's satisfac- 
tion with the situation. "These 
inconveniences caused by our 
compatriots of the French race 
have forced me to cancel my 
trip to London to celebrate Queen 
Victoria's Birthday," he com- 
plained. 

On the students' side, opinion on 



the B of G decision is equally split. 
Students' Society President Gabor 
Zinncr was furious when infor- 
med of the action. "This will 
set back my water polo practi- 
ces with Robert Lantos by at 
least a month," he said. 

But Bennett Little, Manage- 
ment Students' Council represen- 
tative and newly-elected student 
rep on the B of G was overjoyed 
with the decision taken by his fu- 
ture co-governors. He told a 
Daily reporter that he would 
give "full support to the exten- 
sion which is in the best interests 
of all the students whom I have 
tried so hard to represent all 
these months" and handed him 
a freshly-printed brochure N an- 



nouncing Media McGill's Special 
New May Erotic Film Festival 
scheduled for late June. 

It is not yet certain how the 
extension will actually work. Pe- 
dersen suggested that the final 
exams scheduled for April 
might still go on as planned, but 
would be spread over a longer 
period to last until the end, rather 
than the beginning of May. "We 
might decide to break up Uic 
traditional three-hour examination 
into three, one-hour periods 
spread over several days," he 
said. Pedersen pointed out that 
this will not only help the slow 
writers, but will also spare pro- 
fessors from having to prepare 
an extra month of lectures. 



McGill students 
boycott classes 



Hundreds of McGill students ini- 
tiated a general class boycott last 
Thursday and Friday, refusing to 
enter university buildings or con- 
tinue academic work. The appa- 
rently spontaneous actions swept 
through lower campus Thursday 
morning, and by the early after- 
noon the campus was crowded 
with students sitting and lying in 
almost all open areas. The situa- 
tion worsened Friday as many 
professors tried to lecture to emp- 
ty halls, and the McLennan li- 
brary was practically deserted. 

Observers have been unable to 
discover the students' aims or 
leadership, although the unplan- 
ned character of Die boycott has 
led to speculation that it is the 
work of the anarchist McGill Si- 
mian Movement (MSM). 

In a terse press release issued 
yesterday. Principal Bell condem- 



ned the actions as "unwarranted 
and childish", and hinted at a pos- 
sible administration crack-down 
on the protestors if the boycott 
continues today. 

The partial strike was conduc- 
ted peacefully, as groups of stu- 
dents left university buildings to 
take up positions on benches, 
steps and other prominent places. 
The low wall outside the Reupath 
Library was crowded with about 
200 students who refused to enter 
the library or to open their books. 
"Like, we're just not into any of 
that heavy stuff," commented one 
student, who was pointed out to 
the Daily by administration offi- 
cials as a possible ringleader. 

The students' lack of militancy 
in their protest prompted Sam 
Nomouth, professor of political 
philosophy, to theorize that they 
continued on page 7

Daily editor exposed 



"I'm in it for the money," 
was the frank revelation yesterday 
of newspaper magnate Nesar 
'Teddy Boy' Ahmad, at a recep- 
tion for outgoing lefties given 
jointly by the Ladies Auxiliary 
of Westmount and the Popular 
Student Front. Mr. Ahmad had 
been included in the guest list 
through an oversight - the small 
charity had originally been organ- 
ized as a tribute to those mem- 
bers of the class of '21 who had 
survived the "Write only with your 
right hands, children" move- 
ment. The movement, a fad in 
schools at that time, had cost 
many happy lives. 

Mr. Ahmad is the owner of a 
chain of tabloids in Montreal that 
includes the Daily, the Reporter, 
the Plumber's Pot, and the Free 
Press. When it was Ahmad's 
turn to speak, he started out by 
stating that, in a way, he felt 
right in being invited to this ga- 
thering. 

"I have spent much of my ca- 
reer fighting the pernicious in- 
fluence of the right after being 
convinced at an early age that the 
left was correct. I'm sure that 
many of our experiences arc 
shared. I can think of having your 
hands tied, for example, or trying 
to tell people something that 
would obviously be to everyone's 



betterment, only to have your 
words distorted and thrown back 
into your face." 

Ahmad went on to explain when 
he had seen the light at the end 
of the tunnel and changed his 
tactics. "It was when I was at 
one end of a dark tunnel," he 
joked. "Seriously though, I 
read somewhere that "if you 
can't beat them, join them". Now, 
I have never been a man given to 
direct violence; therefore, I de- 
cided to join and see if I could 
increase the class contradictions 
from the inside. Many of my 
co-radicals have done the same, 
witness the Concordia proposal 
or the Liberal government." 

"My papers are each uniquely 
designed to alienate a specific 
part of the population. Since, 
through a clever distribution sche- 
me, we never leave a paper where 
someone might want to read it, 
people arc forced to pick up pa- 
pers that they detest. All that 
they can find inside are ads to 
quench their neurotic desire to 
read. And the ads are appealing, 
believe me. That, in a nutshell 
is the story of my success." 

A member of the audience rose 
and asked how this could possi- 
bly ensure his success. Mr. Ah- 
mad's reply may be the revela- 
tion of the decade - "I own all 
the advertisers of course. If 



you want day care, as advertised 
in my last issue of the Free 
Press, you get Ahmad's famous 
Rent-a-cop and Strikebreaking 
Force for the job. If you want 
hair restorer, you go to Ahmad's 
'Wig, Wig, and Warn*. Or say 
you want an administration mouth- 
piece - I run a 24 hour a day 
'Rent-A-Franley Stost' company. 
It's in the classifieds disguised 
as a rabbi answering service." 

"There is nothing that cannot be 
done for money," he claimed at 
the end of his speech. "If you 
find something, phone me and I'm 
sure we can arrange a price." 

The other guests limited their 
remarks to the misery of growing 
up a secret left in a rightist so- 
ciety, as one speaker so succinc- 
tly put it. One poor bugger, who 
kept pulling at his crotch with 
his left hand during his speech, 
was mute testimony to the atro- 
cities committed in the name 
of the doctrine, Right Hands arc 
Right. 

The Ladies Auxilliary and the 
PSF plan to hold another joint re- 
ception in March. The lucky 
guests will be veterans of the Mc- 
Gill Français Movement who still 
teach at the university. Their 
number is thought to be vèry 
small due to a series of clever 
purges carried out by the admi- 
nistration in the following years.

Bethune memorial to be built on campus

Despite considerable and in- 
creasingly bitter opposition from 
within his own administration, 
Principal Robert Bell early this 
morning ordered that work begin 
immediately on the proposed lo- 
wer campus memorial' to Dr Nor- 
man Bethune. 

Emerging late last night, from 
what was described by usually 
reliable sources as a "stormy" 
Board of Governors meeting, Bell 
appeared flushed with excitement 
and in a jovial mood as he told 
reporters present that work on 
the controversial memorial would 
begin "as soon as we can get it 
all together." 

"And," he added triumphantly, 
"that might be sooner than most 
people think." 

The memorial to the Canadian 
Communist doctor, who fought in 
the Spanish Civil War and met a 
•martyr's death in China in 1939, 
is to be erected in the center of 
the little park opposite the Mac- 
Donald Chemistry Building. 

The spot marks the place whe- 
re Bethune used to address gathe- 
rings of workers during the " hun- 
gry thirties," while working at 
the nearby Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital. 

The memorial is to consist of 
a 10 foot bronze statue of Bethu- 
ne staring off into the distance, 
with a pained expression on his 
face. 

, A small plaque on the marble 
pedestal is to read simply: "Nor- 
man Bethune. One of us, one of a 



kind. McGill University. Montreal. 
Think about it." 

Principal Bell described the 
inscription as a "deceptively, if 
pleasingly modest tribute to a 
great Canadian." 

Dean of Students Saecd Mirza, 
who appeared to be almost over- 
come with excitement, said that 
he was "very, extremely, terri- 
bly pleased that Dr Bell was so 
pleased." "And thank you all so 
very much" exclaimed Mirza 
over and over again to nobody in 
particular, as he hovered in small 
circles around the room, rubbing 
his hands in obvious glee. 

As for what motivated die buil- 
ding of the statue in the first pla-. 
ce Bell was most emphatic, if 
rather cryptic. 

"Caring," he stressed solem- 
nly, and added, "you might call 
it our trademark, McGill's tra- 
demark." 

The Principal would say no 
more, but Vice-Principal Eigil 
Pederscn puffing furiously on 
his pipe, told reporters later, 
"you'd better believe that Danny 
Garfinkle isn't the only- one who 
cares about this place." 

"Besides," said the Vice Prin- 
cipal wistfully, "we're tired of 
always being the bad guys, day 
after day in the Daily, getting 
the shit thrown at us." 

"Why can't we get some credit 
fora change." demanded the Vice- 
Principal, "we can be progres- 
sive too." 

Despite administration state- 
ments to the contrary, it has been 
learned by the Daily that the un- 
precedented memorial is actual- 
ly just a last desperate effort in 
McGill's massive but so far un- 
successful recruitment campaign. 

For the last few months the 
major universities in Quebec have 



been engaged in a cut-throat com- 
petition designed to attract as 
many students and their money 
as possible to their campuses 
next year. 

Apparently the lacklustre qua- 
lity of the academic staff, and its 
traditional "stuffy" reputation 
have hindered McGill considera- 
bly in the fierce competition. 
' Since nothing much can be done 
about the staff, McGill has deci- 
ded to concentrate on rebuilding 
its image along more contempora- 
ry and popular lines, as recom- 
mended by its advertising consul- 
tants, "the image makers" at 
CHOM radio station. 

The "image makers" apparen- 
tly decided after "considerable 
meditation" that what McGill lac- 
ked was "personality, form, con- 
tent, good vibes, and in particu- 
lar, karma and somebody to iden- 
tify with." 

Since a thorough investigation 
of past graduates failed to turn 
up evidence of any particularly 
gifted swami or fakir having ev- 
er attended McGill, and the uni- 
versity's first choice, Stephen 
Leacock, did not quite "fit the 
bill", Bethune was the obvious 
candidate. 

According to a report prepared 
by CHOM, Bethune combines the 
perfect mixture of "revolutionary 
idealism and hopeless romanticism 
that characterizes today's stu- 
dents." ' 

There are also plans to set up 
a Bethune museum in collabora- 
tion with the Students' Society. 
The museum would be located just 
behind the grill in the Union Ca- 
feteria and would feature what 
David Weiner described as "suc- 
culent Bethune Burgers." 

The move to claim Bethune as 
McGill's favourite son has en- 



countered resistance from all 
quarters of the university. Vice- 
Principal Frost has led the oppo- 
sition from within the administra- 
tion, and has vowed to stage "sym- 
bolic crucifixions" on the site of 
projected memorial. 

On the other side of the politi- 
cal spectrum, Ze'ev Ionis, the 
PSF candidate, assailed the pro- 
ject as "just another arbitrary 
action by arbitrary Principal Bell 
and his lackey administration."

fact, he was everywhere."

(Arts and Science) said the deci- 
sion followed popular demand in 
their respective faculties. 

Bemier noted that a vote in 
the Engineering faculty last Sep- 
tember showed that a majority 
of students favoured fiscal auto- 
nomy for their faculty. 

Drager said informal discus- 
sions with students in Manage- 
ment indicated similar tendencies. 

Taylor revealed that a Students' 
Society Open Meeting to be held 
in a first-year biology class on 
March 21 would also deal with 
secession possibilities for ASUS 
from the Students' Society. 

"With at least 500 science stu- 
dents in the class at that time," 
he said, "we'll have no trouble at 



all getting enough support for the 
ASUS to withdraw from the Stu- 
dents' Society." Only 300 per- 
sons are required for an Open 
Meeting of the Students' Society. 
Decisions of such meetings are 
usually recognized as valid by 
Council. 

"We have been planning this 
move since the start of the elec- 
tion campaign," Drager admitted. 
"A vote for our slate was really 
a vote for secession." 

"Besides, it will make our jobs 
a lot easier and the year a lot 
shorter," he added. Drager said 
most Students' Society responsi- 
bilities would be delegated to 
individual societies. 

The President-elect stated, 
however, that the Students' So- 
ciety would still maintain the Un- 
iversity Centre, where residen- 
ces for Students' Society execu- 
tives arc located. 

"Certain services must be 
available to meet student needs, 
Bemier affirmed. "A cafeteria, 
a pub, and the rooms upstairs 
for us. After all, we care." 
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Blech on Blech 



The year 1973 marks the tenth anni- 
versary of the timely death of the German 
playwright Alberieh Blech. Blech is well- 
known for such plays as "The Caesarian 
Section", "The Loose Lady of the Lamp- 
light", and. "The Five-cent Cigar", mu- 
sic to which was written by Kurt Vile, based 
on themes by Sheldon Goldfarb. His mas- 
terpiece, "The Life and Times of Ramses 
the Trojan" is being produced by the En- 
glish Department later this year. The 
following is an interview conducted by the 
noted Blech scholar Erlkonig Macileath, 

Macileath: Do you see the theatre as 
a thing in itself or as something else en- 
tirely? 

Blech: The theatre audience must al- 
ways be completely conscious. If not, many 
subtleties in the plays being produced are 
likely to be overlooked. I myself would 
use actors in my plays only when neces- 
sary. Rather than hire an actress to play, 
say, a prostitute I would hire a prostitute. 
Rather than go to a play I would hire a pros- 
titute. Those were good times... 
M; Is theatre possible without ideology? 
B: No; nor is it possible without money. 
Given a choice between money and ideology 
I would choose the former. If you've got 
money who needs theatre? 
M: You've often said that theatre should 
be readily accessible to the working class. 
In what way? 

B: I don't recall having said that, actual- 
ly, but I think I would agree that theatre 
should be readily accessible to anyone pro- 
vided they have the price of admission. 
Private theatre parties always bored me... 
M: What I meant was-that you said that 
the working class should be able to under- 
stand your plays; that you write for the 
people, rather than an intellectual elite. 
B: Yes, yes, of course. The people. I 
write for the people. That's right. I write 
for the people, not the intellectuals. 
M: Is this part of your own ideology? 
B: Oh sure. Ideology. You bet. Also it 



gives me an out when my plays get panned. 
I just accuse the critics of being intellec- 
tuals who can't understand socialist rea- 
lism. 

M: Speaking of socialist realism, what 
exactly do you mean by that? 
B: Don't ask mc. Read my plays. They'll 
tell you all there is to know about socia- 
list realism. Socialist realism is what 
intellectuals like you can't understand so 
you have to keep asking mc what it is. You 
want to know what socialist realism is, go 
out and get a job. Big shot college profes- 
sor wants to be a socialist! Wants to be a 
realist! Don't talk to me about socialism 
until you know what you're talking about. 
M: I've read all of Marx, all of Lenin... 
B: I wrote a ll of Blech, don't forget that. 
M: In "Sir John of the Stock Market" 
the character Dingle makes a speech that 
begins, "How can the people eat their bread 
if it has no caraway seeds in it? Why should 
they drink their Schnapps out of sherry 
glasses? Kids! I don't know what's wrong 
with these kids today!" According to the 
world-view you present in your other plays 
it would be perfectly justified for Dingle 
to murder the Czar in his sleep, yet the 
play takes place in New York in 1924. 
B: So sue me. 

M: But what arc you trying to say? 
B: Plays are meant to be performed, not 
read. I never read my own plays, for I am 
continually acting them out. I ask my ac- 
tors not to think about what they are doing, 
not to think about anything at all. We of 
the Briiuhaus school favor authenticity to 
life itself above faithfulness to anything so 
artificial as a script. 
M: What do you mean by life itself? 
B: What I say in my plays, no more, no 
less. 

M: Who were the other members of the 
Briiuhaus? 

B: If I didn't tell the Un-American Acti 
vities Committee I'm sure as hell not gonna 
tell you.

"Richard Nixon's secret wish has always 
p been to take over his father's business. Be- 
coming President of the United States is on- 
ly one step in that direction for him," a not- 
ed American demonologist and Nixon-wat- 
cher said yesterday. 

Speaking before an audience of 5 McGill 
Divinity students, the demonologist, B. 
("Buttercup") Little, astounded his audience 
with his intimate knowledge of the details 
of Nixon's birth and early childhood, and 
spiced his lecture with a demonstration of 
greater and lesser incantations. 

According to Little, Nixon is actually "an 
illegitimate son of Satan" and is "serving 
his apprenticeship on earth so that he can 
take over his father's business some day". 
Nixon's every action has therefore been gea- 
red towards "making good with his old man, 
who apparently has several other trainee 
junior executives operating elsewhere on 
earth." 

This preoccupation, according to Little, 
explains Nixon's barefaced attempts to gain 
a reputation as an earthly "Prince of Lies", 
as well as his active policy of spreading the 
"tortures of the damned and various as- 
pects of hellfire and brimstone" among the 
people of various Third World countries. 
' Nixon is also "incredibly jealous" of his 
various "half-brothers", according to Lit- 
tle. Because of this jealousy he actively per- 
secuted fellow mass-murderer Charles Man- 
son, "not because of his activities, but be- 
cause of his effrontery in referring to him- 
self as Satan". 

Little easily explained to perplexed mem- 
bers of the audience how Nixon had come to 



earth. "He's a changeling - you know, like 
Rosemary's Baby." 

However, Little does not think Nixon has 
the best batting average among possible ap- 
plicants for the ultimate job. "He's done 
pretty well in the murder and mayhem de- 
partment," said Little, "and I'm sure his 
father is proud of him for Uiat, but he'd ma- 
ke a terrible Mephistopheles. He has no 
flair at all, and his attitudes on carnal sin 
are terribly passé. 

"Of course, he does have the right atti- 
tudes about the degradation of women, but 
his practice on that score is the same as 
that of the minority faction on his father's 
board of directors.

But two trainees in part- 
icular might fit the bill admirably - one of 
them's a Mafia kingpin and the other one is 
a real powerbroker in a large multinational 
corporation." 

Little was unable to reveal their identi- 
ties, however.
